The advocacy or freo turnpikes in Ma- 
son county is nothing new with Tut LED- 
GER 

Back in 1886-87 -SS the writer agitated 
the subject on precisely the Same lines 
that it is being discussed today; 

But at that time the County Court-or 
more properly tbe Court of Claii 
a cumbersome affair, and so constituted 
that there was no hope of effecting any 
thing looking to the actual relief of the 
people from the burdensome toll-tax 

Coupled with this was the fact that an 
important railroad enterprise was pro 
jectcd, in which the aid of the county 
was desired. 

Now, however, that the railroad has 
been built, and that it has become a 
source of revenue to the county, and will 
In a few years pay back into the County 
Treasury in the shape of county taxes far 
more than the people paid for its construe 
tion, it has been deemed an opportune 
time to renew the frco turnpike question. 

It is not atrangc that there are persons 
who oppose this measure— there were 
who opposed the Savior himself: 
and there are yet many who doubt Him. 

Nor is it strange that tbe opponents of 
free pikes resort to all sorts of subtcrfu- 
« to make a presentable case. 
A few days ago the Kditor of The Bui 
letin hunted up and published a portion 
of a law that he tried to fit into a hole 
where it did not belong: all tbe while- 
overlooking a law that is a law. that was 
framed to fit the exact case in hand and 
no other.
